Not only has there been comprised in this remarkably convenient form the entire of Cherubini's work, 
but an interesting Memoir of the Author, together with some Notes by M. F6tis ; and, for the first time, all 
the extended examples of Fugue have been produced in Musical Type, whereby the elaborate and minute 
analysis of their construction is made prominent and distinct. 

This Typography offers a remarkable proof of the convenience of the Semi -Nonpareil Music Fount, 
which belongs exclusively to the Novello Establishment ; for instance, at pages 49, 50, 51, is an Example 
of " a regular piece composed in inverse contrary imitation." It will be at once appreciated how advanta- 
geous it must be for comparative study to have a large portion presented at one view, and the whole is here 
accomplished with only once turning the leaf. In the former attempt to produce portions of this work in 
Typography, 27 pages were occupied with this Example only (it consists of 54 bars) ; no more than two 
bars were put on a page, keeping the imitation from view, and making comparative study next to impossible 
by the distraction of constantly turning the leaf. 

A popular method of instilling a taste for Counterpoint and Fugue might be pursued in a series of 
Lectures, descriptive of the general subject, with Illustrations, Vocal or Instrumental ; while the auditors
